MR. LINCOLN'S NEGRO EXPERIMENT. 

From the World. 

Tits time has come when the principal and most 
characteristic act of Mr. Lincoln’s Administration 
may he discussed not merely with reference to its 
constitutionality but its success. It is a measure 
which nothing but success can vindicate, for the only 
plea ever urged in its defence was its necessity. Its 
idvocates argued that because it was necessary 
therefore it was constitutional. The argument was, 
that war is constitutional, and that emancipation, 
being necessary to the success of the war, was con¬ 
stitutional also. This logic, intrinsically absurd, is 
put to shame by the progress of events. A measure 
which, after full trial, has not helped forward the 
war, could not have been necessary. Nothing has 
been accomplished by the Emancipation proclamation 
which could not have been equally accomplished 
without it. As a threat it caused no alarm to the 
rebels; as an invitation it had no perceptible effect 
on the Blaves. As a fact the publication of the Eman¬ 
cipation edict was of great service to the rebel canse. 
It was a letter of credence from Mr. Lincoln to the 
Southern people in favor of the rebel leaders, attest¬ 
ing the sagacity of their predictions, and establishing 
the soundness of the opinion on which they had urged 
the necessity of separation. When the Southern 
States seceded, their people were far from unanimous. 
They gave some credit to the solemn disclaimers of 
the Republican leaders when charged with abolition 
intentions. The Emancipation proclamation proved 
that the charges were true, and the disclaimers hypo¬ 
critical ; in other words, it proved to the Southern 
people that the secessionists had correctly represented 
the character and designs of the Republican party. 
To the Southern people the proclamation was a com¬ 
plete vindication of the foresight and wisdom of Mr. 
Davis and his associates; a decisive demonstration 
that the secession movement did not proceed on a 
false assumption. 

It is not our purpose, however, to insist on the ser¬ 
vice rendered by the proclamation to the rebel canse. 
The point we make is, that its want of success, by 
proving that it was not necessary, overturns the 
only argument ever urged in its defense. It was 
pretended that it would arrest cultivation in the 
South, and so ent off the subsistence of the rebel 
armies. It was also pretended that, by the alarm it 
wonld create, it would deplete the Southern armies 
by compelling white men to return to the plantations 
to stand guard over the negroes. None of these con¬ 
sequences have followed. The Emancipation procla¬ 
mation neither emancipated the slaves, nor alarmed 
their owners, nor arrested labor on the plantations, 
nor withdrew a single white soldier from the rebel 
armies. A measure which accomplished none of its 
proposed objects dearly was not necessary. 

The only thing that anybody has of late pretended 
to say in its defense, is, that it has added soldiers to 
the Union army. Even this is not true; for just as l 
many slaves would have run away to our lines, and 
we could have made just the same nse of them, had 
no proclamation been made. But the negro-soldier 
experiment was not less a blunder than the procla- 
mation. Both inure to the benefit of the rebels. The 
one consolidated Southern sentiment; the other has 
taught the rebels the use of a weapon of which they 
can command six or eight to our one. The availa¬ 
bility of the negroes for military purposes is an ex¬ 
periment of which we incurred the risk, and the 
rebels will reap the advantage. They would, of 
course, prefer independence without losing their 
slaves ; but with the Emancipation proclamation 
hanging over them, they see that slavery without 
independence is impossible ; and they are prepared, 
whenever it is necessary, to throw overboard a part 
of the cargo to save the ship. If the ship sinks, the 
cargo will of course go down with it; with Lincoln 
as President, if the rebels lose their cause they lose 
their slaves also. We have taught them that negroes 
make indifferent soldiers, and they profit by the 
lesson. The sentiment of attachment and fidelity, 
which is strong in the negro breast, the love of home, 
the recollections of childhood, will cause them to 
fight better on the Southern than on the Northern 
side. The Southern government offers them their 
liberty and a homestead; ours, liberty and starva¬ 
tion. When the South brings three or five hundred 
thousand negroes into the field, how are we to con¬ 
front them? Not by negro soldiers, for we cannot 
procure them ; every negro put into the field by the 
South will cause an additional white man to be 
drafted in the North. The upshot of Mr. Lincoln’s 
negro experiment, then, will be to tear from their 
homes hundreds of thousands of Northern citizens 
who might else have pursued their peaceful vocations 
smid the comforts of home and the endearments of 
their families.

VIEWS OF THE REBEL PRESIDENT. 

[Extract from his Mefcage.J 

The employment ot slaves for service with the 
army as teamsters, or cooks, or in the way of work 
upon fortifications, or in the government workshops, 
or in hospitals, and other similar duties, was author¬ 
ized by the act of 17th February last, and provision 
was made for their impressment to a number not 
exceeding twenty thousand, if it should be found 
impracticable to obtain them by contract with the 
owners. The law contemplated the hiring only of 
the labor of these slaves, and imposed on the gov¬ 
ernment the liability to pay for the value of such as 
might be lost to the owners from casualties resulting 
from their employment in the service. 

This act has produced less result than was antici- j 
pated, and further provision is required to render 
efficacious. But my present purpose is to invite 
yonr consideration to the propriety of a radical 
modification in the theory of the law. 

Viewed merely as property, and therefore 
subject of imprisonment, the service or labor of the 
slave has been frequently claimed, for short periods, 
in the construction of defensive works. The slave, 
however, bears another relation to the State, that of 


GEN. BUTLER PROPOSES AN AMNESTY. 

LExtract from Major-Gen. Bntler’a speech at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, Nov. 14th.] 

Now, then, what is the duty of the government in 
the present future. War cannot last always. The 
history of nations shows—the experience of the world 
demonstrates—that war must come to an end. But 
how ? In what way ? A war such as this, prosecu¬ 
ted for the purpose of breaking down the power of 
those opposed to the government and bringing them 
under the supremacy of its laws, must be terminated 
either by reconciliation or subjugation. In view, 
therefore, of the unanimity of the American people, in 
view of the strength, the majesty, the might of the 
nation, may it not be suggested that now is the time 
to bold out to the deluded people of the South the 
olive branch of peace, and say to them, “ Come back, 
come back, and leave off' feeding on husks, and share 
with us the fat of the land, and bygones shall be 
bygones; if bygones are bygones, in one country 
and under one law we will live in peace hereafter ” 
(cheers). Are wc not able to offer them this now ? Are 
we not strong enough? Do we not stand firmly, with 
unanimity of sentiment enough to offer peace to all, if 
|all will submit to the laws ? There might have been 
■plaint I think among a proud and chival¬ 
rous people, that they would not desert their leaders, 
by taking advantage of the amnesty proclamation of 
President Lincoln. But now when we come to them 
and say, " Come back and you shall find the laws the 
same, save so far as they have been altered by the 1 
legislative wisdom of the land—both for leaders and 
followers ’’—can there be any excuse for either if I 
they rebelliously remain in contempt of the authority 
of the government ? Are we not in a condition now, 
not taking counsel from our fears or from our weak¬ 
ness, but of our strength and magnanimity, again to 
make such offers of peace and amity in the most bene¬ 
ficent terms, but for the last time ? By so doing shall 
we not, in the eyes of the world, “have exhausted all 
the resources of statesmanship in an effort to restore 
peace to the country ” ? (Applause.) Who shall bin-1 
der them from returning ? And if they will not come 
back, who shall complain ? Let us not permit the I 
rebel, after he has fought as long as be can, and then, 
if he chooses, to come back ; let us state some time, 1 
perhaps the 8th of January—for the association will 
be as good as any—for all to lay down their arms 
and submit to the laws ; and when that hour has 
passed, to every man who shall scout the proffered I 
amnesty of a great and powerful nation, speaking in 
love, in charity, in kindness, in hope of peace and 
quiet forever to its rebellious sons, I say then let us 
meet him or them with sharp, quick, decisive war, 
which shall bring the rebellion to an end forever by j 
the extinguishment of such men, wherever they may 
be found (applause). How is that to be done ? Blood 
and treasure have been poured out without stint or 
measure, until taking advantage of the supposed de¬ 
pletion of treasure, bad men had banded together by 
speculating in gold, which ought to be the circulating 
medium, have raised upon the price of the coals upon 
every poor man’s hearth, and the price of the bread 
upon every poor man’s table. Let the government 
take some measure to stop this unholy traffic, and let 
it be understood that the policy of the government 
will be hereafter to pay no more bounties for the 
recruitment of soldiers from the taxes of the loyal 
North ; but, taking counsel from the Roman method 
of carrying on war, to say to our young meD, “ Look 
to the fair fields of the sunny South ; they have re¬ 
fused our amnesty and offers of peace; they have 
turned away the day of grace. Go down there in 
arms in support of the government, extinguish the 
rebellion, and you shall have what you conquer, in a 
fair division of the lands to each man in pay for his 
military service. We will open new land offices 
wherever our armies march, dividing the lands of the 
rebellious States among our soldiers, to he theirs and 
their heirs’ forever ” (applause). A harsh measure, it 
may be said. But is it not quite as just as to tax 
ourselves, and thus raise the price of the necessaries 
of life for the purpose of giving bounty to and sup¬ 
porting the soldier in fighting those rebellious men 
whom we have three times over solemnly called to 
come and enjoy with ns the blessings of our liberties 
and be-friends—saying, in 1862, come in June; in 
1863, come in December; in 1864, come by the 8th of 
January, 1865. When the clock strikes the last knell 
of that parting day, then all hope to those who have 
not made progress to return should be cut off forever 
and ever. No longer should they be permitted to live 
on the land, or even within' the boundaries of the 
United States. Let them go to Mexico, the islands of J 
the sea, or some place that I care not to name, because 
I know no land bad enough to be cursed with their 
presence, but never to live here again (cheers). I 
look, therefore, with some considerable interest upon 
what I believe to be the present results of this elec- 
' believe, sir, first, that we have settled by it 
by settling the question that the people are 
determined to carry on the war to the bitter end, 
unless we have submission to the laws. I think it 
has always been claimed that we should be strong 
enough after a great victory to offer to the rebels ne 
terms of peace. I never expect to see in arms or 
civil affairs a greater victory than the one we have 
just achieved; and I think we are now strong enough 
to make that offer with due regard to our interest, our 
dignity and our honor as a nation (applause). I take 
it that the most squeamish of all the friends of the 
country will agree with us when they find that in 
truth we have “ exhausted every resource of states¬ 
manship ” in attempting to obtain peace by an offer 
of amnesty and forgetfulness of the past, limited only 
by a submission to the laws. We will then be ready 
to make war—aye, war to the hilt—and such war as 
should be made to decide the fate of a great nation. 
Therefore, while asking pardon for trespassing too 
long upon the festivities of this occasion, keeping the 
ladies in waiting, in answer to what you were kind 
enough to suggest, I look upon this victory a 
which has decided the war—decided it, if not 
military point of view, yet overwhelmingly as a civil 
victory, which, after all, decides the fate of nations 
everywhere. To this it may be answered, and to that 
answer I take leave for a moment to call your atten¬ 
tion, so that every one may work out the problem in 
his own mind much more clearly than any sugges¬ 
tions of mine could do, if we carry on the war with 
the strength and stringency which I have suggested— 
how shall we ever live in the same land with the 
men with whom we thus fight ? Let us go to the 
teachings of history, and draw from the history of 


that land which we were once proud to own an_ 

mother country. Every considerable estate in Eng¬ 
land, in the wars.under Cromwell, passed through 
the courts or commissions of confiscation : every con¬ 
siderable household fought against every other con¬ 
siderable household; the people fought against the 
nobles, and the nobles against the people. And yet, 
when the king came to his own again, the nation 
came together, cemented in friendship, never to be 
thereafter divided. Is there any difficulty then, look¬ 
ing at the teachings of the history of the Anglo-1 
Saxon, to know how to live in quiet and peace, aye, 
in amity and friendship, with those with whom we 
have been fighting ? Is it not a well known rule of 
social action, that those with whom we have fought 
bitterly, after the fight is over are more ready than 
ever to be taken by the hand ? They are more 
endeared to us after a fair fight, and we are mote 
ready to respect both them and their rights. There¬ 
fore, I see no difficulty in every good man of tie 
South and every good man of the North coming 
together—to let bygones be bygones.

But for 
the purposes enumerated in the act, instruction in the 
manner of encamping, marching and parking trains, 
is needfnl, so that even in this limited employe 
length of service adds greatly to the value ol 
negro’s labor. Hazard is also encountered in all the 
positions to which the negroes can be assigned for 
service with the army, and the duties required of 
them demand loyalty and zeal. 

In this aspect the relation of person predominates 
so far as to render it doubtful whether tbe private 
right of property can consistently and beneficially be 
continued, and it would seem proper to acquire for 
the public service the entire property in the labor of I 
the slave, and to pay therefor due compensation, 
rather than to impress his labor for short terms ; and 1 
this the more especially as the effect of the present 
law would vest this entire property in all cases where 
the slave might be recaptured after compensation for 
his loss had been paid to the private owner. When¬ 
ever the entire property in the service of a slave is 
thus acquired by the government, the question is 
presented, by what tenure he should be held. Should 
he be retained in servitude, or should bis emancipa¬ 
tion be held out to him as a reward for faithful ser¬ 
vice, or should it be granted at once on the promise 
of such service; and if emancipated, what action 
should be taken to secure for the freedman the per¬ 
mission of the State from which he was drawn to 
reside within its limits after the close of his public 
service. The permission would doubtless be more 
readily accorded as a reward for past faithful ser¬ 
vice ; and a double motive for zealous dicobargo ot 
duty would thus be offered to those employed by the 
government, their freedom, and the gratification of 
the local attachment which is so marked a character- 
of the negro, and formB so powerful an incentive 
s action. The policy of engaging to liberate the 
negro on his discharge after service faithfully ren¬ 
dered, seems to me preferable to that of granting 
immediate manumission, or that ot retaining him in 
servitude. If this policy Bhould recommend itself to 
the judgment of Congress, it is suggested that, in 
addition to the duties heretofore performed by the 
slave, be might be advantageously employed as a 
pioneer and engineer laborer; and in that event, 
that tbe number should be augmented to forty 
thousand. 

Beyond this limit and these employments it does 
it seem to me desirable, under existing circum¬ 
stances, to go. A broad moral distinction exists 
between the use of slaves as soldiers in the defence 
our homes amj the incitement of the same persons 
insurrection against their masters. The one is 
justifiable if necessary, the other is iniquitous and 
"iworthy of a civilized people; and such is the judg- 
ent of all writers on public law, as well as that 
[pressed and insisted on by our enemies in all wars 
prior to that now waged against us. By none have 
the practices of which they are now guilty been 
denounced with greater severity than by themselves

slave as a soldier, there seems no reason to doubt 
what should then be our decision. Whether our 
view embraces what would, in so extreme a case, be 
the sum of misery entailed by the dominion of the 
enemy, or be restricted solely to the effect upon the 
welfare and happiness of the negro population them¬ 
selves, the result would be the same. The appalling 
demoralization, suffering, disease and death which 
have been caused by partially substituting the in¬ 
vaders’ system of police, for the kind relation pre¬ 
viously subsisting between the master and slave, have 
been a sufficient demonstration that external inter¬ 
ference with our institution of domestic slavery is 
productive of evil only. 

If the subject involved no other consideration than 
le mere right of property, the sacrifices heretofore 
made by our people have been such as to permit no 
doubt of their readiness to surrender every possession 
in order to secure their independence. But the social 
and political question, which is exclusively under the 
control of the several States, has a far wider and 
more enduring importance than that of pecuniary in¬ 
terest. In its manifold phases it embraces the stabil¬ 
ity of Republican institutions, resting on the actual 
political equality of all its citizens, and includes the 
fulfillment of the task which has been so happily be¬ 
gun—that of christianizing and improving the condi¬ 
tion of the Africans wh6 have, by the will of Provi¬ 
dence, been placed in our charge. Comparing the re¬ 
sults of our experience with those of the experiments 
of others who have borne similar relations to the 
African race,' the people of the several States of the 
Confederacy have abundant reason to be satisfied 
with the past, and to use the greatest circumspection 
in determining their course. These considerations, 
however, are rather applicable to the improbable 
contingency of our need of resorting to this element 
of resistance than to our present condition. If the 
recommendations above made for the training of 
40,000 negroes for tbe service indicated, shall meet 
your approval, it is certain that even this limited 
number, by their preparatory training in intermediate 
duties, would form a more valuable reserve force in 
case of urgency than three-fold their number suddenly 
called from field labor ; while a fresh levy could, to 
a certain extent, supply their places in the special 
service for which they are now employed.

With a view to the increase of our armies in the ; r 
field, the policy has been suggested, and hasattracted cipating 


would, of course, require the concurring legislation of 
each Btate, from tie slave popnlation of which the 
negro soldiers had been drawn ; because to the States 
belong exclusively tbe determination of the relations 
which their colored popnlation, or any part of them, 
shall hold. 

It is not donbted, however, should it be deemed 

ipedient so to employ and reward slaves enlisted as 
soldiers, that the necessary legislation wonld be 
corded, for there is no sacrifice of property or mi___i 
interests whiih would not be made by either onr 
States or people to assure final separation from our 
hateful foes and the achievement of our liberty and 
independence. While it is encouraging to know this 
resource for further and future efforts at our com¬ 
mand, my own judgment does not yet either perceive 
the necessity or approve the policy of employing 
slaves in the higher duties of Soldiers ; they sire con¬ 
fessedly inferior in ail respects to onr white citizens 
U the qualifications of the soldier, and I have thought 

: have within the military age as large a proportion 
of our whole population as will be required or can be 
advantageously employed in active military opera¬ 
tions. If, then, the negro be employed in the war, 
the inferior is preferred to the superior agent for the 
work. In such a war as this, waged against foes 
bent with malignant persistence on our destruction, 
and for all that man holds priceless—the most vital 
work is that of the soldier, and for it wisdom and 
duty require the most fitting workmen. The superior 
instrumentalities should be preferred. It will not do, I 
in my opinion, to risk our liberties and safety on the 
negro, while tbe white man may be called to tbe 
sacred duty of defence. For the present it seems best 
to leave the subordinate labors of society to the negro, 
and to impose its highest, as now existing, on the su¬ 
perior class. 

VIEWS OF THE REBEL PRESS.

This project originated with those who had not 
fully reflected on its character, and has been made a 
matter of some publicity by others who delight in all 
things which make a sensation. The proposition has, I 
in fact, made a considerable sensation both in the 
Northern and the Southern States. It has not hitherto 
been mentioned in these columns, because there was 

possibility that it would become a praotSooi 

isure or policy, ana because it was a matter to 
provoke a violent discord of feeling and speech at a 
period when such discussion was most undesirable. 
Both from its delicacy and from tbe fact that it has 
never been a subject of official deliberation, we are 
surprised to see it treated in the President’s Message. 

It is sometimes said that negroes would make 
better soldiers for us than for the Yankees, because 
they would fight under the eyes of their masters and 
friends. Such sentimental suppositions show a great 
ignorance of the negro’s character ; and even if they 
were founded on some truth, attachment to his master 
would be no balance to his native fickleness and the 
strong incentives to desertion which the enemy would 
hold out to himJ The fact is, the negro soldier costs i 
far more than he is worth to Frenchman and Yankee, 
and to us he would be more troublesome than to 
either of the others. 

Bat the existence of a negro soldier is totally incon¬ 
sistent with our political aim and with our social as 
well as political system. We surrender our position 
whenever we introduce the negro to arms. If a 
negro is fit to be a soldier he is not fit to be a slave, 
and if any large portion of the race is fit for free 
labor—fit to live and to be useful under the competi¬ 
tive system of labor—then the whole race is fit for 
it. The employment of negroes as soldiers in our 
armies, either with or without prospective emancipa¬ 
tion, would be the first step, but a step which would 
involve all the rest, to universal abolition. It would 
be so understood and regarded by all tbe world. 
Our enemy would perceive that he had succeeded in 
his design to the point of moral subjugation, and 
would not doabt that our absolute submission was 
far removed. To onr own hearts it would be a con¬ 
fession, not only of weakness, but of absolute ina¬ 
bility to secure the object for which we undertook the 
war. It would be felt by all as a compromise to the 
abolitionism of the world, incompatible with that 
independence of action for which the South strives. 

But the objections to this project are so manifest 
that it is unnecessary at present even to suggest 
them. The President opposes the introduction of 
negroes into the army as soldiers, but deaires a corps 
of forty thousand to be used in labor on fortifications, 
as engineers, as teamsters and as sappers and miners. 
To a proposition of that sort no one could have the 
least objection, if he had not concluded with an 
obscure passage, which, if it means anything, means 
that the forty thousand slaves so employed shall be 
set free at tbe end of the war as a reward for their 
service. Here, while refusing to employ the slaves 
under arms, he adopts the fatal principle of the 
original proposition to its fullest extent, and puts 
forth an idea which, if admitted by the Southern peo¬ 
ple as a truth, renders their position on the matter of 
slavery utterly untenable. We hold that the negro 
is in his proper situation—that is to say-, in the con¬ 
dition which is the best hr him, where he reaches his 
highest moral, intellectual and physical development, 
»n4 can enjoy the full sum of his natural happiness; 

word, that while living with the white man in 
tlm relation of slave he is in a state superior and bet¬ 
ter for him than that of freedom. But the negro’s 
freedom is to be given him as a reward for his ser¬ 
vice to the country ; his freedom, therefore, is a boon 
—it is a better state—a natural good of which our 
laws deprive him and keep him from. Now that is 
the whole theory of the Abolitionist, and we have the 
sorrow.to think that if one portion of this Presidential 
~easage means anything it means that.

Two propositions are plainly deducib le from tbe 
President’s message, which we cannot for a moment 
believe he would deliberately give his sanction to. 
The first is: The condition of freedom is so muoh 
better for the slave than that of servitude that it may 
be bestowed upon him as a reward and boon. T”" 
second is, that the Confederate government has 
right to acquire possession of the slaves by purchase 
or impressment with compensation, and then eman¬ 
cipate them without the consent ol the States, or in 
case of impressment even without the consent of their 
masters. The first proposition is a repudiation of

It is painful to reflect how soon the landmarks of j 
great principles are lost amid the throes of revo¬ 
lution. For forty years the people of the South have 
been fiercely battling agaiost the mad schemes of the 
Abolitionists to destroy the institution of domestic 
slavery. We have uniformly contended that negroes 
were property, and that slavery was a local institu¬ 
tion, with which no power under the sun could inter¬ 
fere save the sovereign States themselves, in their 
individual capacity. For this great principle of right 
of the States to regulate their domestic institutions 
to suit themselves, we went to war with the North, 
and for nearly four years have maintained the dread¬ 
ful conflict with unexampled success. Just at tbe 
‘mum^ne when all the gigkntic schemes of the enemy 
to subjugate us have failed—when Gran* ia panting 
for breath to renew a contest in which he has been 
completely baffled, and Sherman is toiling to escape 
from the coil of Hood, which threatens the destruc¬ 
tion of his army—just at the auspicious moment 
when the bright and glorious day of independence is 
about to break upon us with the splendor of an un¬ 
clouded sun—just at such moment it is gravely pro¬ 
posed by respectable though chimerical journals in 
the South to ignore all our past cardinal principles, 
surrender the great question for which we went to 
war, and do for ourselves precisely what Lincoln and 
the Abolitionists proposed to do for us without 
—abolish slavery l 

This is the naked proposition of those who advo¬ 
cate the conscription of onr slaves as soldiers. They 
propose to conscript “ all the able-bodied negroes of 
the country ” between the ages of 18 and 45 “ respec -' 
tively,” arm and equip them in the field as soldiers 
along with our white men. As an inducement 
make these negroes faithful to our cause, they are — 
be given their freedom and permitted to live among 
us after the war as freemen. The result of such a 
proposition, if successful, cannot be mistaken by a 
blind man or an idiot. It will convert the sovereign 
States of the Confederacy into free negro colonies,] 
with all the social and political evils which attend 
the amalgamation of adverse races. If our negt 
men are made free, then justice and sound polit. 
wonld require that their wives and children should 
be permitted to enjoy freedom along with their hus¬ 
bands and fathers, on the principle announced by tbe 
Richmond Enquirer, “ that they who fight for free¬ 
dom deserve to be freemen.” Whether this be just 
or not, it is very certain that onr slaves, once made 
freemen, and trained in the skill of arms, and the 
hardships of the camp, and the dangers of the battle¬ 
field, would not only insist on their own freedom, but 
on the freedom of tbeir entire race. 

Nay, more. They would insist, and have the right 
to insist at the point of the bayonet, upon enjoying 
all the civil, social and political rights enjoyed by 
their former masters, on the ground that they had 
Buffered equally all the dangers and responsibilities 
of the struggle. The horrible result would be either 
the amalgamation of the black and white races in 
the South, with all its attendant shame and rain, or 
a dreadful civil war of extermination between the 
white men and the blacks. Can such consequences 
be contemplated by the Southern mind without a 
shudder for the result? And yet this is the certain 
end to which it is now proposed to educate our 
slaves. 

Look at the question in another point of view. If 
ir slaves are made soldiers, then they will have to 
be governed by the same military laws which govern

Some pretend that the army has great aversion to 
lemg the negro conscripted; that they will not allow 
themselves thus to be put on an equality with tbe 
negro ; others that there is a great principle of 
morality involved in thus forcing the negro to risk 
bis life for the freedom of his master.

Contented and happy 
around their camp fires, they, with proper discipline 
and drill, would make us soldiers superior to any the 
enemy have yet brought against us.

Asa resort in a great public emergency, and dic¬ 
tated by stern necessity, the enlistment of negro' 
troops for certain military duties, however objection¬
